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The Inspiration of the Bible

In this paper the authenticity and eredibility of the 


Bible are assumed, by which 


is meant (1), that its books 


were written by the authors to whom they are ascribed, and 
that their contents are in all material points as when they 


came from their hands; and 


(2), that those contents are 


worthy of entire acceptance as to their statements of fact. 
Were there need to prove these assumptions, the evidence is 
abundant, and abler pens have dealt with it. 


Let it not be supposed, however, 
that because these things are as- 
sumed their relative importance is 
undervalued. On the contrary, they 
underlie inspiration, and as Presi- 
dent Patton says, come in on the 
ground floor. They have to do with 
the historicity of the Bible, which 
for us just now is the basis of its 
authority. Nothing can be settled 
until this is settled, but admitting 
its settlement which, all things 
considered, we now may be per- 
mitted to do, what can be of deep- 
er interest than the question as to 
how far that authority extends? 

This is the inspiration question, 
and while so many have taken in 
hand to discuss the others, may 
not one be at liberty to discuss 
this? It is an old question, so old, 
indeed, as again in the usual re- 
currence of thought to have be- 
come new. Our fathers’ discussed 
it, it was the great question once 
upon a time, it ~was sifted to the 
bottom, and a great storehouse of 
fact, and argument, and illustra- 
tion has been left for us to draw 
upon in a day of need. 

For a long while the enemy’s 
attack has directed our energies to 
another part of the field, but vic- 
tory there will drive us back here 
again. The other questions are out- 
side of the Bible itself, this is in- 
side. They lead men away from 
the contents of the book to con- 
sider how they came, this brings 
us back to consider what they are.

THE BIBLE ANSWER 


Don’t Ignore 
The Old Testament

Evangelist James V. Lamb had a fine article in THE 


SworD OF THE Lorp on “What Does the Bible Say About Mercy | 


Death?” A Christian brother and editor wrote to him sending 
a copy of his letter to THe Sworp or THE Lorn protesting 
Brother Lamb’s use of Leviticus 24:17 where God command- 
ed, “And he that killeth any man shall surely be put to 
death. He said that this command, that the government 
should provide the death penalty for murder, was not re- 
peated in: the New Testament and not applicable to us in 
New Testament times. He understood that Jesus had done 
away with the moral law of the Old Testament. 


I answered the brother very 
carefully and after consulting with 
Brother James V. Lamb, who ap- 
proves, I now give my answer 
here to THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
readers. 

The whole Bible is the very 
Word of God, both the Old and 
the New Testaments, Every read- 
er should remember that Jesus 
Himself said: 

“Think not that I am come to 
destroy the law, or the prophets: 
I am not come to destroy, but to 
fulfil. For verily I say unto you, 
Till heaven and earth pass, one 
jot or one tittle shall in no wise 
pass from the law, till all be ful- 
filled, Whosoever therefore shall 
break one of these least com- 
mandments, and shall teach men 
so, he shall be called the least in 
the kingdom of heaven: but who- 
soever shall do and teach them, 
the same shall be called great in 
the kingdom < heaven.”-—Matt. 
5:17-19. 


Second Timothy 3:16,17 says: 

“All scripture is given by in- 
spiration of God, and is profitable 
for doctrine, for reproof, for cor- 
rection, for instruction in right- 
eousness: That the man of God 
may be perfect, throughly furn- 
ished unto all good works.” 

This surely proves that all of 
the Bible is for us today and is 
profitable for doctrine as well as 
practical life, and all of it needs 
to be taught and preached. 

Here is my letter, which we 
trust is well worth careful study.

“All we like sheep have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way; and the Lord hath laid on him 
53 36 ES 

This verse opens with a confession of sin common to all| 2 
the persons intended 1 in the verse. “We have turned every one 
is a confession importing that each man 
had sinned against light peculiar to himself, or sinned with a 
aggravation which he at least could not perceive in his fellow. 


This confession being thus gen- 
eral and particular has many oth- 
er traits of excellence about it of 
which we cannot just now speak. 
It is very unreserved. You will 
observe that there is not a single 
syllable by way of excuse; there 
is not a word to detract from the 
force of the confession. It is, more- 
over, singularly thoughtful, for 
thoughtless persons do not use a 
metaphor so appropriate as the 
text: “All we like sheep have 
gone astray,” Like a creature wise 
enough to find the gap in the 
hedge by which to escape, but so 
silly as to have no propensity or 
desire to return to the place from 
which it had perversely wandered. 


I like the confession of the text 
because it is a giving up of all 
pleas of  self-righteousness. It is 
the declaration of a body of men 
who are guilty, consciously guilty; 
guilty with aggravation, guilty 
-without excuse; and here they all 
stand with their weapons of re- 


bellion broken in pieces, saying 
unanimously, “All we like sheep 
have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way.” 

I hear no dolorous wailings at- 
tending this confession of sin; for 
the next sentence makes it almost 
a song. “The Lord hath laid on 
him the iniquity of us all.” It is 
the most grievous sentence of the 
three; but it is the most charm- 
ing and most full of comfort. 
Strange is it that where misery 
was concentrated, mercy reigned; 
and where sorrow reached her 
climax, there is it that a weary 
soul: finds sweetest rest. The 
Saviour bruised is the healing of 
bruised hearts. 

I want now to draw the hearts 
of all who feel the confession to 
the blessed doctrine set forth in 
the text; the Lord hath laid on 
Christ the iniquity of us all. 

We shall take the text first by 
way of exposition; then by way

of application; and we shall con- 
clude with serious, and I hope 
profitable, contemplation. 


I. First, Consider the Text 
by Way of Exposition 
1. It may be well to give the 
marginal translation of the text, 
“Jehovah hath made to meet on 
him the iniquity of us all.” The 
first thought that demands notice 
is the meeting of sin. Sin I may

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The Methods of D. L. Moody

(Preached at Conference on Revival and Soul Winning, Chicago 
Gospel Tabernacle, Thanksgiving week, Monday November 21, 1949.) 


I am speaking this morning on the methods of D. L. 
Moody in revival work. My message relates the methods God 
blessed in Moody’s revivals, the methods God will bless now. 
You will hear some things you have known and have been 
hearing through the years, and some new things that, per- 
haps, will help in a practical way as you go back to your 


churches to serve the Lord. 


Notice Paul’s practical words 
to Timothy: 

“Thou therefore, my son, be 
strong in the grace that is m 
Christ Jesus. And the things that 
thou hast heard of me among 
many witnesses, the same com- 
mit thou to faithful men, who 
shall be able to teach others also. 
Thou therefore endure hardness, 
as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. 
No man that warreth entangleth 
himself with the affairs of this 
life; that he may please him who 
hath chosen him to be a soldier. 
And if a man also strive for mas- 
teries, yet is he not crowned, ex- 
cept he strive lawfully. The hus- 
bandman that laboureth must be 
first partaker of the fruits.”—II 
Tim, 2:1-6. 

Underline Paul’s words, “The 
husbandman that laboureth must 
be first partaker of the fruits,” 
because there is a strange teach- 
ing going around today that says 
it does not make any difference 
what the results are, we are just 
to “get out the gospel.” Some are 
saying, “Don’t worry about get- 
ting souls saved, just be faithful 
in proclaiming the message.” But, 
We are to look for results! The 
husbandman must partake of the 
fruits or something is wrong with 
his methods. D. L. Moody was after 
souls. He was not satisfied when 
no one was saved, Moody preached 
to get results. If we do not have 
results—if we do not have fruit, 
there must be something wrong 
with our ministry and something 
wrong with our methods. We are 
bothered about results. The fruit 
of a Christian should be other 


Christians. This idea that we need 


not be concerned about the re- 
sults, which some are advocating 
today, is unscriptural, is contrary 
to the Word of God! 

In this book of II Timothy, Paul 
is giving us, in ‘his farewell words 
from the Roman prison, the prac- 
tical things of the Christian life. 
It is a book of methods, in other 
words. It is a practical epistle. 
In the sixth verse of this second 
chapter, Paul says, ‘““The husband- 
man that laboureth must be first 
partaker of the fruits.” 

The Christian here, then, is pic- 
tured as a farmer, The farmer 
goes about a certain process in 
order to get fruit. If he does not 
get fruit, he changes his method. 
When a farmer has a big yield 
and a good crop, all the other 
farmers come in and want to 
know what kind of methods he 
uses and how he is getting so 
much fruit. So the husbandman 
is to bring forth fruit, God is in 
it all. God is upon it all, but there 
must be the right kind of Scrip- 
tural methods if we are going t9 
have Scriptural fruit. The Bible 
says, in other words, that the 
farmer must labor in order to get 
fruit. 


If some powerless, fruitless 
preacher or Bible teacher who 
never has experienced a revival 
says you can’t get people saved 
anymore, and not to expect a re- 
vival anymore because We are 
living in the “last days,” just re- 
member the Bible says We can! 
The Holy Spirit is still able to 
give revival power! Let every 
preacher and Bible teacher re-

less there is specific mention in 
the New Testament in which 
there is a restatement, a re-point- 
ing, or a sharpening of any one 
Old Testament teaching on life 
and conduct. 

“Only those teaching of the Old 
Testament are carried over that 
are specifically mentioned by ‘the 
New Testament church. Not to 
follow this interpretation of the 
Bible as a whole throws the read- 
er into a helpless turmoil con- 
cerning which guide to follow, the 
Old or the New. Several exam- 
ples will show that we need to be 
consistent on this. For example, 
the old law permitted concubinage 
whereas the new does not even 
permit looking upon a woman 
with evil intentions. Also, the new 
says, ‘Whosoever hateth his broth- 
er is a murderer.’ The old was 
considerable different in this, per- 
mitting retaliation. The Levitical 
law system had dozens of sundry 
restrictions. But since these are 
not at all restated, repointed, or 
sharpened in the Holy Spirit age, 
We simply must disregard them. 
If we shuffle between the two, we 
become hopelessly confused.” 

The first thing to notice about 
this rule of yours is that it is man- 
made, and not even suggested in 
the Bible. We simple, Bible-be- 
lieving Christians will do much 
better with our plan of 'taking the 
Word of God at face value and 
going by the rules in the Bible 
instead of some artificially con- 
structed ones, Jesus did not say 
that We are always to be on tthe 
watch, not to observe any com- 
mand of the Old Testament un- 
less it is restated in the New. 
Jesus never left the impression 
that we were to ignore the Old 
Testament whenever possible. 
Paul had no such doctrine, This 
man-made rule is not binding on 
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Bible believers because it is extra- 
Biblical. 

And the rule is obviously wrong 
because there are moral rules 
given only in the Old Testament 
that are certainly proper for to- 
day. For example, Leviticus 18: 
23 forbids the co-habiting of man 
with animals. That is not repeated 
in the New Testament. Leviticus 
18:69, and several other places in 
the Old Testament, forbid one to 
see the nakedness of father or 
mother and certain others of near 
kin. That is not repeated in the 
New Testament in any language. 
Bribes are forbidden in Exodus 
23:8, and this command is not re- 
peated in the New Testament. 
Usury, exorbitant interest is for- 
bidden in Exodus 22:25. This is not 
repeated in the New Testament. 
The word usury, as forbidden in 
the Old Testament means biting, 
oppression. Usury is used twice in 
the New Testament in our Eng- 
lish Version, Matthew 25:27, Luke 
19:23, but in these cases the Greek 
word means “offspring” or inter- 
est, and is used in a favorable 
light. The New Testament no- 


where forbids exorbitant interest 
rates, but the Old Tesament does. 


Deuteronomy 18:9-12 clearly 
forbids consulting of spirit me- 
diums, fortune tellers, and so 
forth. That is not repeated in the 
New Testament. Only the barest 
hint of these things are mentioned 


,jin the New Testament and the 


moral law of the Old Testament 
is taken for granted, perhaps, 
never restated. 

If you set out to say that now 
you will listen to only the New 
Testament and therefore you see 
no harm in nakedness, in Co- 
habiting with beasts, in bribes, in 
usury, in going to a spiritist me- 
dium,, you would be following 
your own rule, It is a foolish rule, 
contrary to the spirit of the Bible. 


II. Jesus and the Apostles Every- 
where Regarded the Old 
Testament as the Infallible 
Ever-Abiding Word of God 

Your attitude of scorn toward 
the Old Testament is utterly for- 
eign to the teachings of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Jesus said, “Think 
not that I am come to destroy 
the law, or the prophets: I am not 
come to destroy, but to fulfil. 
For verily I say unto you, Till 
heaven ‘and earth pass, one jot or 
one tittle shall in no Wise pass 
from the law, till all be fulfilled. 
Whosoever therefore shall break 
one of these least commandments, 
and shall teach men so, he shall 
be called the least in the kingdom 
of heaven: but whosoever shall do 
and teach them, the same shall 
be called great in the kingdom of 
heaven.” (Matt. 5:17-19). You say 
that the law passed away with the 
New Testament. Jesus said it will 
not pass away until Heaven and 
earth pass away. , 

Isaiah 40:8 says, “The grass 
withereth, the flower fadeth: but 
the word of our God shall stand 
for ever.” That, of course, refers 
to the Old Testament. But the 
same thing is repeated in I Peter 
1:24, 25, “The grass withereth, and 
the flower thereof falleth away: 
But the word of the Lord endureth 
forever. And this is the word 
which by the gospel is preached 
unto you.” Again, the same Scrip- 
ture must mean the Old Testa- 
ment as well as the new. Peter 
here by divine inspiration re- 
authenticates all of the Old Testa- 
ment. 

Paul wrote, by divine inspira- 
tion, in II Timothy 3:16,17, “All 
scripture is given by inspiration 
of God, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness: 
That the man of God may be per- 
fect, throughly furnished unto all 
good works.” 


The Scripture here referred to 
is the Old Testament, of course, 
because the preceding verse says 
that Timothy had known from a 
child the Scriptures, and that was 
before the New Testament was 
written, So all Scripture is in- 
spired, all of it is profitable for 
doctrine, and is all profitable “for 
instruction in righteousness.” And 
the man of God, “to be throughly 
furnished unto all good works” 
must use the profitable Old Testa- 
ment, all of it, all of this inspired 
Scripture. So says the New Testa- 


ment. 


You quote Galatians 3:24,25 to 
teach that people should now dis- 
regard the law. But read those 
verses again, and the context and 
you will understand them better, 
I hope. “Wherefore the law was 
our schoolmaster to bring us unto 
Christ, that we might be justified 
by faith. But after that faith is 
come, We are no longer under a 
schoolmaster” (Gal. 3:24,25). 


Does that mean that Christians 
now are to disregard the Old 
Testament? Certainly not. It does 
teach that the ceremonial law was 
a schoolmaster to bring us to 
Christ, and that now we may 
leave off the ceremonies which 
pointed to Christ, since He has 
already come. Actually, the cere- 
monial law in the Old Testament 
pointed to Christ just as surely 
as it does now. The law did not 
save then as it does not save now. 
God had exactly the same plan 


|of salvation in the Old Testament 


as He has in the New. Peter in 
Acts 10:43 plainly says, speaking 
of Old Testament prophets and 
writers, “To him give all the pro- 
phets witness that through his 
name whosoever believeth in him 
should have remission of sins.” It 
is definitely wrong and irreverent, 
and unscholarly to speak as if 
God had a different plan of salva- 
tion in the Old Testament, from 
what He has in the New. 


But the ceremonial law pointed 
always to Jesus. That is made 
clear in the same book of Gala- 
tians. In Galatians 3:6 Abraham 
is given as an example of salva- 
tion by faith, Galatians 2:16 says 
that “a man is not justified by 
the words of the law, but by the 
faith of Jesus Christ.” Colossians 
has this same teaching saying, 
“Blotting out the handwriting of 
ordinances that was against us, 
which was contrary to us, and 
took it out of the way, nailing 
it to his cross; And having spoiled 
principalities and powers, he made 
a shew of them openly, triumph- 
ing over them in it, Let no man 
therefore judge you in meat, or 
in drink, or in respect of an holy- 
day, or of the new moon, or of the 
sabbath days: Which are a sha- 
dow of things to come; but the 
body is of Christ” (Col. 2:14-17). 
Note here that the ceremonial law 
is plainly discussed. There is no 
mention here of such matters as 
murder, adultery, stealing which 
were moral law, but only ‘the 
ceremonies concerning meats and 
drinks, holydays, new moons, Sab- 
bath days, and these, say the 
Scripture, “are a shadow of things 
to come.” That is, they are cere- 
monies pointing toward Christ. 
Circumcision pictured one being 
set apart for Christ, cut off from 
the world. Regeneration then is 
“circumcision of the heart.” The 
Jewish Sabbath pictured the rest 
that remains for the people of 
God. These ceremonies, the ani- 
mal sacrifices, the Jewish dietary 
laws, Were all nailed to the cross 
of Christ. All pointed toward His 
coming. When Christ the Lamb 
of God is come, we need no more 
sacrifices. 


But mark you, these never were 
more than ceremonies, they never 
Were more than object lessons, and 
they are still that. They are in- 
spired of God now, for spiritual

lessons exactly as they were in 
Old Testament times. 

It may be, of course, that a 
child may get to be a grown man 
so he does not need to study the 
multiplication table any more. But 
the muitiplication table is still 
true. Christians now may not be 
under the schoolmaster of cere- 
monial law, since they have al- 
ready come to Christ, But the les- 
sons the schoolmaster taught are 
still true. The Old Testament is 
still the infallible Word of God 
which lives and abides forever. 

You quote Hebrews 8:6, 7 which 
says, “But now hath he obtained 
a more excellent ministry, by how 
much also he is the mediator of a 
better covenant, which was estab- 
lished upon better promises. For 
if that first covenant had been 
faultless, then should no place 
have been sought for the second.” 
But you neglect to quote the pre- 
ceding verse which plainly says 
that God is speaking here of the 
ceremonial law, the types and sha- 
dows. For verse 5, just before ‘the 
one you quoted says, “Who serve 
unto the example and shadow of 
heavenly things, as Moses was ad- 
monished of God when he was 
about to make the tabernacles: 
for, See, saith he, that thou make

all things according to the pat- 
tern shewed 'to thee in the mount.” 
Of course, We do not now need the 
tabernacle in the wilderness. Of 
course, We do not now need the 
Old Testament priesthood and the 
animal sacrifices. But mark you, 
that this was ceremonial, not the 
moral law, And the New Testa- 
ment never even hints that the 
moral law, the laws about right 
and wrong, have been changed. 

Romans 2:6-16 discusses the 
value of the moral law. We are 
plainly told that both Jews and 
Gentiles shall be judged by the 
moral law; the Jews by ‘the writ- 
ten law which they know, the 
Gentiles by the law written in the 
heart, the reminder of the con- 
science. And again in Romans 7: 
12, speaking of the moral law, 
Paul says, “Wherefore the law is 
holy, and the commandment holy, 
and just, and good.” And again 
Romans 7:14 says, “For we know 
that the law is spiritual: but I 
am carnal, sold unto sin.” The 
moral law is as spiritual, as holy, 
as righteous in New Testament 
times as in Old Testament times. 
Your man-made premise, to bol- 
ster some false doctrine, does not 
stand up. 


iit. The Moral Law of the New 
Testament and of the Old 
Testament Is the Same 

I note that you take the shock- 
ing position that Jesus repudiated 
the moral law of the Old Testa- 
ment and contradicted it. But in 
that you have not carefully stu- 
died what Jesus said, That sounds 
like a modern infidel. I have read 
such statements again and again 
from the pens of wicked modern- 
ists, unbelievers. I hate. to see 

them from the pen of any man 
who claims to believe the Bible. 
It is the result of shallow study, 
as I will show you, I think, God 
willing. 

Remember that Jesus - said, 
“Think not that I am come to 
destroy the law, or the prophets: 
I am not come to destroy, but to 
fulfill. For verily I say un'to you, 
Till heaven and earth pass, one 
jot or one tittle shall in no wise 
pass from the law, till all be ful- 
filled.” (Matt. 5:17,18). So it is 
no fair interpretation of His words 
that follow when you make them 
contradict this statement. 

You do not like for us to refer 
to Leviticus 24:17, “And he that 
killeth any man shall surely be 
put to death.” You say that Jesus 
repudiated that, and you quote 
verse 20 below ‘to prove it. Let us 
see those four verses together. 

“And he® that killeth any men 
shall surely be put to death, And 
he that killeth a beast shall make 
it good; beast for beast. And if a 
man cause a blemish in his neigh- 
bour; as he hath done, so shall 
it be done to him; breach for 
breach, eye for eye, tooth for 
tooth; as he hath caused a blem- 
ish in a man, so shall it be done 
to him again,.”’—Lev. 24:17-20. 

speaking of the punishment for 
sin We are told that when a man 
causes ‘a blemish to his neighbor 
he shall receive one for himself. 
If he put out his neighbor’s eye, 
the law requires that the govern- 
ment acting for God shall punish 
him likewise or a tooth for a 
tooth. 

The same teaching is given in 
the law, the moral law of God, 
in Exodus 21:22-25, “If men strive, 
and hurt a woman with child, so 
that her fruit depart from her, 
and yet no mischief follow: he 
shall be surely punished, accord- 
ing as the woman’s husband will 

‘lay on him; and he shall pay as 
the judges determine. And if any 
mischief follow, then thou shalt 
give life for life, eye for eye, tooth 
for tooth, hand for hand, foot for 
foot, burning for burning, wound 
for wound, stripe for stripe.” 

It is quite clear that here ‘the 
judges representing God shall as- 
sess a penalty suitable to the 
crime. 

Now, you suggest that Jesus 
countermanded this order in 
Matthew 5:38, 39. There Jesus 
said, “Ye have heard that it hath 
been said, an eye for an eye, and 
a tooth for a tooth: But I say 
unto you, that ye resist not evil: 
but whosoever shall smite thee on 
thy right cheek, turn to him the 
other also.” But you have wholly 
missed the meaning of what Jesus 


ished, by proper authorities for 
his sin. But an individual when 
this law is enforced should not 
resist it, If a man insists that he 
oWes you a blow on the face, then 
be willing for him to give two in 
order to make peace. If a man 
takes you to law and sues you 
because you have his coat or he 
thinks you have, then do not fight 
the court action, but give him the 
cloak also, says the next verse. 
And if anybody would compel you; 
in carrying out this law, to go one 
mile, then you are to go with him 
two if need be, to make it right, 
says verse 41 just following. You 
see, all this is the discussion of 
the Lord Jesus on the subject giv- 
en in Matthew 5:23,24. “Therefore 
if thou bring thy gift to the altar, 
and there rememberest that thy 
brother hath ought against thee; 
Leave there thy gift before the 
altar, and go thy way; first be 
reconciled |to thy brother, and 
then come and offer thy gift.” At 
any cost be reconciled to your 
brother. If he thinks you owe him 
more, pay him more. If he would 
give you one blow on the cheek, 
offer him two. If he makes you 
go a mile, go two, if he sues you 
a coat, give him the cloak also. 
Make restitution, pay what you 
owe, be reconciled to your brother, 
keep the law, so Jesus is saying 


to look on a woman with evil in- 


Certainly Jesus taught that the 
Christian should not bear grudges, 
should forgive. But he certainly 
does not mean that a law of pun- 
ishment in proportion to wrong 
should be cancelled. 

If you note that fifth chapter of 
Matthew further, you will find 
that Jesus is clearly everywhere 
going a step further than others 
in interpreting the law. The Old 
Testament law says that adultery 
is wrong. But Jesus says adultery 
is a matter of the heart, always 
was, so even to look on a woman 
to lust after her commits adul- 
tery. The Old Testament forbade 
divorce except for certain reasons. 
Jesus said that strictly interpreted 
the divine law of marriage would 
forbid divorce for any cause ex- 
cept fornication, Following on in 
the same fifth chapter, verse 33 
and following, Jesus says that the 
Old Testament has plainly taught 
that one must be very careful 
never to break an oath, But, to 
fulfill that literally, Jesus makes 
it quite clear that one should not 
swear at all, because human frail- 
ty being what it is, men who 
swear become blasphemers. 

You say, “For example, the old 
law permitted concubinage where- 
as the new does not even permit 
looking upon a woman with evil 
intentions.” What a shameful and 
wicked thing to say about the Old 
Testament!

tentions? It is in the Old Testa- 
ment where We have the plain 
command, the basis of all rules on 
this subject, “Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery.” And you evidently 
do not know what concubinage is. 
You infer that it is immorality, 
but in fact it is nothing of the 
kind, A concubine in the Old Tes- 
tament is simply a wife, properly 
married, living under all the prop- 
er and divine rules of marriage, 
but not socially the equal of her 
husband, therefore called a half- 
wife or concubine. To infer that 
the Old Testament endorsed im- 
morality is so shameful and wick- 
ed that my soul revolts at it. You 
certainly do not feel toward the 
Old Testament as Jesus felt. 

You say, “Also; the New says, 
“Whosoever hateth his brother is 
a murderer.’ The Old was con- 
siderable different in this, permit- 
ting retaliation.” The Old Testa- 
ment was not different a particle 
in this matter. The Old Testa- 
ment did not permit retaliation, 
it commanded punishment. There 
is a difference in divinely-ordained 
punishment for sin and crime, on 
the one hand, and personal spite 
and personal revenge on the other. 
And that difference is very clear- 
ly marked throughout the Old 
Testament just as it is in the 
New. | 

Many modernists quote Matt- 
hew 5:43,44, where Jesus said, “Ye 
have heard that it hath been said, 
Thou shalt love thy neighbour, 
and hate thine enemy. But I say 
unto you, Love your enemies, bless 
them that curse you, do good to 
them that hate you, and pray for 
them which despitefully use you, 
and persecute you.” And they 
often teach that the Old Testa- 
ment says that people were to 
hate their enemies. But Jesus is 
not here quoting from the Old 
Testament at all, but from the 
Talmud, an interpretation which 
was really contrary to the spirit 
of the law and the command of 
God. The Old Testament never 
tells people it is all right tc hate 
their enemies. Leviticus 19:17,18 
is as clear on the sin of hatred, 
as anything in the New Testa- 
ment. There God says, “Thou shalt 
not hate thy brother in thine 
heart; thou shalt in any wise re- 
buke thy neighbour, and not suf- 
fer sin upon him. Thou shalt not 
avenge, nor bear any grudge 
against the children of thy peo- 
ple, but thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself: I am the Lord.” 
That is exactly the same as the 
New Testament teaching. 

Let me say it again as strongly 
as I can say it; Jesus Christ did 


not repudiate the moral law of 
the Old Testament, never in a 
Single instance. In some cases, He 
put a stronger interpretation on 
the Old Testament law than had 
been generally put, but He never 
renounced it, never explained it 
away, never cancelled any moral 
law of the Old Testament. 


IV. Any Doctrine That Requires 
One to Scorn Any Part of the 
Bible Is False Doctrine 

Your letter was inspired by your 
dislike of the Scripture, “And he 
that killeth any man shall surely 
be put to death” (Lev, 24:17). I 
know how hard it will be for you 
to accept that Scripture and other 
Scriptures which plainly command 
the death penalty for murder and 
the death penalty for other 
crimes. I have many beloved Men- 
nonite friends, and people of 
Brethren faith, who are pacifists, 
and they always feel they have 
to do away with the authority of 
the Old Testament in order to 
maintain their doctrine of paci- 
ficism, the doctrine that it is al- 
ways wrong to go to war, wrong 
to obey the government in de- 
fence of the government and to 
put down lawlessness. Since most 
of your theology depends on doing 
away with the Old Testament au- 
thority, I do not know whether or 
not you will have courage to go 
into this carefully and prayerfully 
and with an open mind. But yet 
I remind you soberly that it is the 
very Word of God which you 
scorn, and your attitude insults 
the Lord Jesus who so carefully 
and repeatedly stated that not a 
jot nor tittle of the Word of God 
would pass away till Heaven and 
earth should pass away and that 
the Word of God would abide 
forever. 

But I ask you to’consider wheth- 
er it is sensible and right for you 
to put yourself on the side of all 
the infidels and scoffers, and all 
the. modernists, regarding this 
part of the Holy Bible, God's di- 
vinely inspired Word, just to 
maintain your position on paci- 
ficism? 

But even if you break down 
people’s confidence in the Old 
Testament as the Word of God, 
you must still deal with other 
Scriptures like Romans 13:1-7 
where We are plainly told that 
the governor, the ruler, is the 
minister of God, that he bears not 
the sword in vain, that he is a 
minister of God, “a revenger to 
execute wrath upon him that do- 
eth evil,” and the Christians must, 
therefore, be subject to him. Ru- 
lers and governments are still or-

compare to the rays of some evil 
sun. God, as it were, holds up a 
burning glass, and concentrates all 
the scattered rays in a focus upon 
Christ. That seems to be the 
thought of the text, “The Lord 
hath focused upon him the iniquity 
of us all.” 

Or take the text in our own ver- 
sion, “The Lord hath laid on him 
the iniquity of us all,” put upon 
Him, as a burden is laid upon a 
man’s back all the burdens of all 
His people; put upon His head, as 
the high priest of old laid upon 
the scapegoat all the sin of the 
beloved ones, that He might bear 
them in His own person. The two 
translations you see are perfectly 
consistent; all sins are made to 
meet, and then having met to- 
gether and been tied up in one 
crushing load the whole burden 
is laid upon Him. 

2. The second thought is that 
sin was made to meet upon the 
suffering person of the innocent 
substitute. I have said “the suf- 
fering person” because the con- 
nection of the text requires it. 
“He was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities; the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him, and with his 
stripes we are healed.” It is in 
connection with this, and as an 
explanation of all His grief, that it 
is added, “The Lord hath laid on 
him the iniquity of us all.” The 
Lord Jesus Christ would have 
been incapable of receiving the sin 
of all His people as their sustitute 
had He been Himself a sinner: 
but He was, as to His own divine 
nature, worthy to be hymmned as 
“Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God of 
Sabaoth;” and, as to His human 
nature, He was by miraculous con- 
ception free from all original sin, 
and in the holiness of His life He 
was such that He was the spot- 
less Lamb of God, without spot, 
or wrinkle, or any such thing, 
and therefore He was on all ac- 
counts capable of standing in the 
room, place, and stead of sinful 
men. 3 

3. It has been asked, Was it just 
that sin should thus be laid upon 
Christ? Our reply is fourfold. We 
believe it was rightly so, first, be- 
cause it was the act of Him who 
must do right, for “the Lord 
hath laid on -him the iniquity of 
us all.’”’” Remember, moreover, that 
Jesus Christ voluntarily took this 
sin upon himself. It was not 
forced upon Him. 

But I would have you remem- 
ber, beloved, that there was a re- 
lationship between our Lord and 
His people which is too often for- 
gotten, but which rendered it 
natural that He should bear the 
sin of His people. Why does the 
text speak of our sinning like 
sheep? I think it is because it 
would call to our recollection that 
Christ is our Shepherd. Yet there 
is a fourth consideration that may 
remove the difficulty of sin being 
laid upon Christ. It is not only 
that God laid it there, that Jesus 
voluntarily took it, and moreover 
was in such a union with His 
church that it was natural that 
He should take it, but you must 
remember that this plan of salva- 
tion is precisely similar to the 
method of our ruin. If We grant 
the fall—and we must grant the 
fact, however we may dislike the 
principle—we cannot think it un- 
just that God should give us a 
plan of salvation based upon the 
same principle of federal head- 


on Jesus 


dained of God ‘to act in punish- 
ment of sin, and Christians, for 
conscience sake must support gov- 
ernments in putting down crime 
within the nation or outside when 
it affects our lives. 
Thank you for your letter, dear 
friend. I have written very earn- 
estly, but I hope with brotherly 
spirit and with an earnest rever- 
ence for the Word of Goa.

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ship. At any rate we, accepting the 
principle of the federal headship 
in ‘the fall, joyfully receive it as to 
the restoration of Christ Jesus. 
It seems right, then, on these four 
grounds, that the Lord should 
make the sins of all His people 
to meet upon Christ. 

4. I beg you to observe in the 
fourth place, that laying upon 
Christ brought upon Him all the 
consequences connected with it. 
God cannot look where there is 
sin with any pleasure, and though 
as far as Jesus is personally con- 
cerned, He is the Father’s beloved 
Son in whom He is well pleased; 
yet when He saw sin laid upon 
His Son, He made that Son cry, 
“My God! my God! why hast thou 
forsaken me?” To crown all, there 
came death itself; death is the 
punishment for sin. “He became 
obedient to death, even to the 
death of the cross.” 


II. Let us Come Briefly 
to the Application 

A friend now puts a question to 
you. There is a countless company 
whose sins the Lord Jesus bore; 
did He bear yours?. Do you wish 
to have an answer? Are you un- 
able to give one? Let me read 
this verse to you and see if you can 
join in it. I do not mean join in 
saying, “That is true,” but feeling 
that it is true in your own soul. 
“All we like sheep have gone 
astray, we have turned every one 
to his own way, and the Lord hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all.” 
If there be in you this morning 
a penitential confession which 
leads you to acknowledge that you 
have erred and strayed like a lost 
sheep; if there be in you a per- 
sonal sense of sin which makes 
you feel that you have’ turned 
to your own way, and if now you 
can trust in Jesus, then the Lord 
hath laid on Him your iniquity. 


Ill, Now Consecrate a Few 
Minutes to Hallowed 
Contemplation 

You do not want talk, you want 
thought; I will give you four 
things to think of. 

The first is the astounding mass 
of sin that must have been laid 
on Christ. All the sins against 
light and knowledge, sins against 
law and gospel, week-day _ sins, 
Sabbath sins, hand sins, lip sins, 
heart sins, sins against the Fa- 
ther, sins against the Son, sins 
against the Holy Ghost, sins of all 
shapes, all laid upon Him; can 
you get the thought now? 

The next subject I offer you for 
contemplation is this, the amazing 
love of Jesus which brought Him 
to all this. Remember Paul’s way 
of putting it, ‘“Scarcely for a 
righteous [or strictly just] man 
will one die; peradventure for a 
good [or benevolent] man one 
might even dare to die; but God 
commendeth his love towards us 
in that, while we were yet sinners, 
in due time, Christ died for the un- 
godly.” When Christ has renewed 
us by His Spirit, there may be a 
temptation to imagine that some 
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excellency in us won the Saviour’s 
heart, but, my brethren, you must 
understand that Christ died for us 
while we were yet sinners. 

Wonder of wonders that I need 
another minute to set you thinking 
on another subject—the matchless — 
security which this plan of salva- 
tion offers. I do not see in what 
point that man is vulnerable who 
can feel and know that Christ 
has borne his sin. How’ grandly 
does the apostle put it! It seems to 
me as if he never was worked up 
by the Holy Spirit to such a pitch 
of eloquence as, when speaking 
about the death and resurrection 
of the Saviour, he propounds that 
splendid question, “Who shall lay 
anything to the charge of God's 
elect?” There, where eternal jus- 
tice sits upon a flaming throne, 
the apostle gazes with eye undim- 
med into the ineffable splendor, 
and though someone seems to say, 
“The Judge will condemn,” he re- 
plied, “Who shall lay anything to 
the charge of God’s elect? It is 
God that justifieth.” 

Lastly, I desire to give you a 
subject for contemplation—and I 
pray you do not forget it—this 
question: What, then, are the 
claims of Jesus Christ upon you 
and upon me? Napoleon singular~ 
ly enough had power to get the 
hearts of men twisted and twined 
about him; when he was in his 
wars there were many of his cap- 
tains and even of his private sol- 
diers, who not only marched with 
the quick obedience of a soldier 
wherever they were bidden, but 
who felt an enthusiasm for him. 
Tiave you never heard of him who 
threw himself in the way of the 
shot to receive it in his bosom to 
save the Emperor? No obedience, 
no law could have required that 
of him, but enthusiastic love mov- 
ed him to it; and it is such en- 
thusiasm that my Master deserves 
in the very highest degree from 
us. 
What shall I do for my Master? 
What shall I do for my Lord? How 
shall I set Him forth? My breth- 
ren and sisters, my highest aim 
before God, next to the conversion 
of the unconverted among you, is 
this, that you who do love Christ 
may really love Him and act as if 
you did. Contribute of your sub- 
stance to the common work of the 
church, and do that constantly, 
and as a matter of delight. Do 
something for yourself; speak for 
Christ yourself; have some work 
in hand on your own account. O 
Christian, by the blood of Jesus, 
devote yourself to Him again! 
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The Inspiratio 
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known to others. In Chalmer's 
happy phrase, the one is the in- 
flux, the other the efflux. Abra- 
ham received the influx, he was 
granted a revelation; but Moses 
was endued with the efflux, be- 
ing inspired to record it for our 
learning. In the one case there 
was a flowing in and in the other 
a flowing out. Sometimes both of 
these: experiences met in the same 
person, indeed Moses himself is an 
illustration of it, having received 
a revelation at another time and 
also the inspiration to make it 
known, but it is of importance to 
distinguish between the two. 

2. Inspiration is not illumination. 
Every regenerated Christian is 
illuminated in the simple fact that 
he is indwelt by the Holy Spirit, 
but every such an one is not also 
inspired, but only the writers of 
the Old and New Testaments. 
Spiritual illumination is subject 
to degrees, some Christians pos- 
sessing more of it than others, 
but, as we understand it, inspira- 
tion is not subject to degrees, be- 
ing in every case the breath of 
God, expressing itself through a 
human personality. 

3: Inspiration is not human gen- 
ius. The latter is simply a natural 
qualification, however exalted it 
may ‘be in some cases, but inspira- 
tion in the sense now spoken of 
is supernatural throughout. It is an 
enduement coming upon the wri- 
ters of the Old and New Testa- 


- ments directing and enabling them 


to write those books, and on no 
other men, and at no other time, 
and for no other purpose. No hu- 
man genius of whom we ever 
heard introduced his writings with 
the. formula, “Thus saith the 
Lord,” or words to that effect, 
and yet such is the common 
utterance of the Bible authors. 
No human genius ever yet agreed 
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with any other human genius 
as to the things it most concerns 
men to know, and, therefore, how- 
ever exalted his equipment, it 
differs not merely in degree but 
in kind from the inspiration of the 
Scriptures’ 

In its mode the divine agency is 
inscrutable, though its effects are 
knowable. We do not undertake 
to say just how the Holy Spirit 
operated on the minds of these 
authors to produce these books 
any more than we undertake to 
say how He operates on the hu- 
man heart to produce conversion, 
but we accept the one as we do 
the other on the testimony that 
appeals to faith. 2 

4. When we speak of the Holy 
Spirit coming upon the men in 
order to the composition of the 
books, it should be further under- 
stood that the object is not the 
inspiration of the men but the 
books—not the writers but the 
writings. It terminates upon the 
record, in other words, and not up- 
on the human instrument who 
made it. 

To. illustrate: Moses, David, 
Paul, John, were not always and 
everywhere inspired, for then al- 
ways and everywhere they would 
have been infallible and inerrant, 
which was not, the case. They 
sometimes made mistakes in 
thought and erred in conduct. But 
however fallible and errant they 
may have been as men compassed 
with infirmity like ourselves, such 
fallibility or errancy was never 
under any-circumstances communi- 
cated to their sacred writings. 

Ecclesiastes is a case in point, 
which on the supposition of its 
Solomonic authorship, is giving us 
a history of his search for happi- 
ness “under the sun.” Some state- 
ments in that book are only parti- 
ally true while others are altogeth- 
er false, therefore it cannot mean 
that Solomon was inspired as he 
tried this or that experiment to 
find what no man has been able 
to find outside of God. But it 
means that his language is _in- 
spired as he records the various 
feelings and opinions which pos- 
sessed him in the pursuit. 

This disposes of a large class of 
objections sometimes brought 
against the doctrine of inspiration 
—those, for example, associated 
with the question as to whether 
the Bible is the Word of God or 
only contains that ‘Word. If by the 
former be meant that God spake 
every word in the Bible, and hence 
that every word is.true, the ans- 
wer must be no; but if it be meant 
that God caused every word in 
the Bible, true or false, to be 
recorded, the answer should be 
yes. There are words of Satan in 
the Bible, words of false prophets, 
words of the enemies of Christ, 
and yet they are God’s words, not 
in the sense that He uttered them, 
but that He caused them to be 
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recorded, infallibly and inerrantly 
recorded, for our profit. In this 
sense the Bible does not merely 
contain the Word of God, it is 
the Word of God. 

Of any merely human author it 
is the same. This paper is the 
writer’s word throughout, and yet 
he may quote what other people 
say to commend them or dispute 
them. What they say he records, 
and in doing so he makes. the 
record his in the sense that he 
is responsible for its accuracy. 

o. Let it be stated further in 
this definitional connection, that 
the record for whose inspiration 
we contend is the original record— 
the autographs or parchments of 
Moses, David, Daniel, Matthew, 
Paul or Peter, as the case may be, 
and not any particular transla- 
tion or translations of them what- 
ever. There is no translation ab- 
solutely without error, nor could 
there be, considering the infirmi- 
ties of human copyists, unless God 
were pleased to perform a per- 
petual miracle to secure it. 

But does this make nugatory our 
contention? Some would say it 
does, and they would argue speci- 
ously that to insist on the inerran- 
cy of a parchment no living being 
has ever seen in an academic ques- 
tion merely, and without value. 
But do they not fail to see that 
the character and perfection of 
the Godhead are involved in that 
inerrancy? 

Some years ago a “liberal” theo- 
logian, deprecating ‘this discussion 
as not worthwhile, remarked that 
it was a matter of small conse- 
quence whether a pair of trousers 
were originally perfect if they 
were now rent. To which the va- 
liant and witty David James Bur- 
rell replied, that it might be a 
matter of small consequence to the 
wearer of the trousers, but the 
tailor who made them would pre- 
fer to have it understood that. they 
did not leave his shop that way. 
And then the added, that if the 
Most High must train among 
knights of the shears He might 
at least be regarded as the best of 
the guild, and One who drops no 
stitches and sends out no imper- 
fect work. 

Is it not with the written Word 
as with the incarnate Word? Is 
Jesus Christ to be regarded as im- 
perfect because His character has 
never been perfectly reproduced 
before us? Can He be: the incar- 
nate Word unless He were ab- 
solutely without sin? And by the 
same token, can the Scriptures /be 


_|the written Word unless they 


were inerrant? 

But if this question be so pure- 
ly speculative and valueless, what 
becomes of the science of Bibli- 
cal criticism by which properly we 
set such store today? Do builders 
drive piles into the soft earth if 
they never expect to touch bot- 
tom? Do scholars dispute about 
the Scripture text and minutely 
examine the history and meaning 
of single: words, “the delicate 
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coloring of mood, tense and ac- 
cent,” if at the end there is no 
approximation to an absolute? As 
Dr. George H. Bishop says, does 
not our concordance, every time 
we take it up, speak loudly to us 
of a once inerrant parchment? 
Why do we not possess concord- 
ances for the very words of other 
books ? 

Nor is that original parchment 
so remote a thing as some sup- 
pose. Do not the number and var- 
iety of manuscripts and versions 
extant render it comparatively 
easy to arrive at a knowledge of 
its text, and does not competent 
scholarship today affirm that as 
to the New Testament at least, 
we have in 999 cases out of every 
thousand the very word of that 
original text? Let candid consi- 
deration be given to these things 
and it will be seen that we are 
not pursuing a- phantom in -con- 
tending for an inspired autograph 
of the Bible. 


II. Extent of Inspiration 

1. The inspiration of Scripture 
includes the whole and every part 
of it. There are some who deny 
this and limit it to only the pro- 
phetic portions, the words of Jesus 
Christ, and, say, the profounder 
spiritual teachings of the Epistles. 
The historical books in their judg- 
ment, and as an example, do not 
require inspiration because their 
data were obtainable from natur- 
al sources. 

The Bible itself, however, knows 
of no limitations, as we shall see: 
“All scripture is given by inspira- 
tion of God.” The historical data, 
most of it at least, might have 
been obtained from natural sourc- 
es, but what about the supernatur- 
al guidance required in their se- 
lection and narration? Compare, 
for answer, the records of crea- 
tion, the fall, the deluge, and 
so on, found in Genesis with those 
recently discovered by excavations 
in Bible lands. Do not the results 
of the pick-axe and the _ spade 
point to the same original as the 
Bible, and yet do not their child- 
ishness and grotesqueness often 
bear evidence of the human and 
sinful mold through which § thy 
ran? Do they not show the need of 
some power other than man him- 
self to lead him out of the laby- 
rinth of error into the open ground 
of truth? 

Furthermore, are not the his- 
torical books in some respects the 
most important in the Bible? Are 
they not the bases of its doctrine? 
Does not the doctrine of sin need 
for its starting point the record 
of the fall? Could we so satisfac- 
torily understand justification did 


we not have the story of God’s| 


dealings with Abraham? And what 
of the priesthood of Christ? Dis- 
miss Leviticus and what can be 
made of Hebrews? Is not the Acts 
of the Apostles historical, but can 
we afford to lose its inspiration? 

And then, too, the _ historical 
books are, in Many cases, pro- 
phetical as well as historical. Do 
not the types and symbols in them 
show forth the Saviour in all the 
varying aspects of His grace? Has 
not the story of Israel the closest 
relation as type and anti-type to 
our spiritual redemption? Does 
not Paul teach this in I Corin- 
thians, 10:6-11? And if these 
things were thus written for our 
learning, does not this imply their 
inspiration? 

Indeed, the historical books have 
the strongest testimony borne to 
their importance in other parts of 
the Bible. This will appear more 
particularly as we proceed, but 
take, in passing, Christ’s use of 
Deuteronomy in His conflict with 
the tempter. Thrice does He over- 
come him by a citation from that 
historical book without note or 
comment, Is it not difficult to be- 
lieve that neither He nor Satan 
considered it inspired? 

Thus without going further, we 
may say, with Dr. DeWitt of 
Princeton, that it is impossible to 
secure the religious infallibility of 
the Bible—which is all the objector 
regards as necessary—if we ex- 
clude Bible history from the sphere 
of its inspiration. But if we include 
Bible history at all, we must in- 
clude the whole of it, for who is 
competent to separate its parts? 
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2. The inspiration includes not 
only all the books of the Bible 
in general but in detail, the form 
as well as the substance, the word 
as well as the thought. This is 
sometimes called the verbal theory 
of inspiration and is vehemently 
spoken against in some quarters. 
It is too mechanical, critics argue, 
it degrades the writers to the level 
of machines, it has a tendency to 
make skeptics, and all that. 

This last remark, however, is 
not so alarming as it sounds, The 
doctrine of the eternal retribution 
of the wicked is said to make 
skeptics, and also that of a vi- 
carious atonement, not to mention 
other revelations of Holy Writ. 
The natural mind takes to none 
of these things. But if we are not 
prepared to yield the point in one 
case for such a reason, why should 
we be asked to do it in another? 

And as to degrading the writers 
to the level of machines, even if 
it were true, as it is not, why 
should fault be found when one 
considers the result? Which is the 
more important, the free agency 
of a score or two of mortals, or 
the divinity of their message? The 
whole argument is just a spark 
from the anvil on which the race 
is ever trying to hammer out the 
deification of itself. 

But we are insisting upon no 
theory—not even the _ verbal 
theory—if it altogether excludes 
the human element in the trans- 
mission of the sacred Word. As Dr. 
Henry B. Smith says, “God speaks 
through the personality as well as 
the lips of His messengers,” and 
we may pour into that word “per- 
sonality” everything that goes to 
make it—the age in which the per- 
son lived, his environment, his de- 
gree of culture, his temperament 
and all the rest. As Wayland Hoyt 
expressed it, “Inspiration is not a 
mechanical, crass, bald compul- 
sion of the sacred writers, but 
rather a dynamic, divine influence 
over their freely-acting faculties” 
in ordef that the latter in relation 
to the subject matter then in 
hand be kept inerrant, i-e., without 
mistake or fault. It is limiting the 
Holy One of Israel to say that He 
is unable to do this without turn- 
ing a human being into an auto- 
maton. Has He who created man 
as a free agent left himself no 
opportunity to mold his thoughts 
into forms of speech inerrantly ex- 
pressive of His will, without , de- 
stroying that which He has made? 

And, indeed, wherein resides 
man’s free agency, in his mind or 
in his mouth? Shall we say he is 
free while God controls his 
thought, but that he becomes a 
mere machine when that control 
extends to the expression of his 
thought? : 

But returning to the argument, 
if the divine influence upon the 
writers did not extend to the 
form as well as the substance of 
their writings; if, in other words, 
God gave them only the thought, 
permitting them to express it in 
their own words, what guarantee 
have we that they have done so? 

An illustration the writer has 
frequently used will help to make 
this clear. A stenographer in a

member he must be “first par- 
taker of the fruit.” He has no 
right to tell others how to win 
souls unless he himself demon- 
strates that he is bringing forth 
fruit and God is blessing his work. 

I would like to show from the 
study of D, L. Moody’s life that 
the methods that D. L. Moody used 
were primarily methods to get 
fruit, primarily methods to get 
souls saved. Souls were the chief 
object of all of D. L. Moody’s 
work, everything that he did. In 
thinking of that I would like to 
divide my message along three 
different lines: First, the revival 
methods of D. L. Moody that pro- 
duced fruit, that got results; sec- 
ond, the religious education meth- 
ods of D,. L, Moody that brought 
results and got fruit; and third, 
the remaining evidences of ‘the 


. fruit of Moody’s methods that we 


can see today. 


Revival Methods of Moody 
Which Produced Fruit 

Several years ago, when D. L. 
Moody was living, there was a 
man who came to him one day, 
and he said, “Mr. Moody, I don’t 
like the way you use your gram- 
mar. I don’t like the way you do 
things. I don’t like the ’tain’t and 
the ain’t and the way you pro- 
nounce your words.” 

Mr. Moody turned to this man 
with the classic statement that 
many preachers quote even today, 
“Brother, 'm winning souls with 
with what God has given me, and 
my methods are getting people 
saved. When you can show me 
different methods that will get 
more souls saved, I'll listen to 
you.” 

D. L. Moody, by his consecra- 
tion, by his passion for souls, by 
his Spirit-filled life, had methods 
that got results, and no one has 
a right to criticize the revival 
methods of D. L. Moody, or to 
change the methods unless his 
methods are getting more results 
—more souls saved. 

Moody learned many of his 
revival methods on his second 
visit to England, in 1870. He 
preached in North London and 
then went over to Dublin where 
he attended the Plymouth Breth- 
ren Bible Conference. While in 
this conference, he stayed in the 
home of Mr, Henry Bewley. There 
he met Henry Varley, who was 
thirty-seven years of age at that 


time—two years Moody’s senior. 
We do not hear much about Var- 
ley today, but he was a lay 
preacher par excellent. He made 
ten trips to Australia on evangel- 
istic tours, and preachetil around 
the world. | 

While in Henry Bewley’s home, 
Moody tells us that one day they 
went out “for a season of special 
prayer, confession and renewed 
consecration.”’ While they were at 
this prayer meeting, Mr. Varley 
made the chance remark that 
changed D. L. Moody’s life, “The 
world has yet to see what God 
can do with and for and through 
and in a man who is fully and 
wholly consecrated to Him.” This 
struck home to Moody’s heart! 

Three years later, in 1873, at the 
beginning \of the great awakening 
when Moody came back to Eng- 
land, he went straight to Varley 
and said, “Oh, brother, those were 
the words that the Lord spoke 
through you that changed my life 
and my soul!” Moody went into 
London two days later, and went 
up to the very top balcony of the 
Spurgeon Tabernacle and listened 
again to Mr. Spurgeon. He was 
not recognized up there in the 
balcony, but people noticed that 
he was weeping and burdened as 
he listened to the message of the 
matchless Spurgeon. What was 
Moody thinking? Spurgeon ans- 
wers this question in his autobi- 
ography. While seated there Var- 
ley’s statement came to Moody 
again, “The world has yet to 
see what God can do with and 
for and in a man! Varley meant 
any man! Varley did not say 
that he had to be educated or 
brilliant or ‘anything else, just 
a man. Then suddenly, in the high 
gallery, he saw something that 
he had never realized before. It 
was not Mr. Spurgeon, after all, 
who was doing the work: It was 
God. If God could use Mr. Spur- 
geon, why should he not use the 
rest of us, and why should we not 
lay ourselves at the Master’s 
feet and say to Him, ‘Send me; 
use me!’ ” 

God wants men today! Oh, to 
get down on our knees and ask 
for the power of the Holy Spirit 
to come upon us, and be willing 
to launch out for the Lord and 
use the Scriptural methods that 
are laid down in the Bible! We 


can get results today; God wants 


The Inspiration of the Bible 
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mercantile house was asked by his 
employer to write as follows: 

“Gentlemen: We misunderstood 
your letter and will now fill your 
order.”’ 

Imagine the employer’s surprise, 
when a little later this was set 
before him for his signature: 

“Gentlemen: We misunderstood 
your letter and will not fill your 
order.” | 

The mistake was only a single 
letter, but it was entirely sub- 
versive of his meaning. And yet 
the thought was given clearly to 
the stenographer, and ‘the words, 
too, for that matter. Moreover, the 
latter was capable and faithful, 
but he was human, and it is hu- 
man to err. Had not his employ- 
er controlled his expression down 
to the very letter, the thought in- 
tended to be conveyed would have 
failed of utterance. 


In the same way the human au- 
thors of the Bible were men of 
like -passions with ourselves. Their 
motives were pure, their inten- 
tions good, but even if their sub- 
ject matter were the common- 
places of men, to say nothing of 
the mysterious and transcendent 
revelation of a holy God, how 
could it be an absolute transcript 
of the mind from which it came 
in the absence of miraculous con- 
trol? 

In the last analysis, it is the 
Bible itself, of course, which must 
settle the question of its inspira- 
tion and the extent of it, and to 
this we come in the consideration 
of the proof, but we may be al- 
lowed a final question. Can even 
God himself give a thought to man 
without the words that clothe it? 
Are not the two inseparable, as 


much so “as a sum and its figures, . 


or a tune and its notes?” Has any 


case been known in human history 
where a healthy mind has been 
able to create ideas without ex- 
pressing them to its own percep- 
tion? In other words, as Dr. A. J. 
Gordon once observed: “To deny 
that the Holy Spirit speaks in 
Scripture is an intelligble proposi- 


| tion, but to admit that He speaks, 


it is impossible to know what 
He says except as we have His 
Words.”

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us to have fruit.and the husband- 
man “must be first partaker of 
the fruits.” 

When Mr. Moody was asked a- 
bout the revival methods he used 
and why he was so successful, he 
answered, “ ‘God hath chosen the 
weak things of the world to con- 
found the ... mighty; . . That no 
flesh should glory in His presence.’ 
Let us take our place in the dust 
and give God the glory. When God 
delivered Egypt, He didn’t send an 
army. We would have sent an 
army or an orator, but God sent 
a man who had been in the desert 
forty years and had an impediment 
in his speech. It is confessed 
weakness that God wants. Nothing 
is small when God handles it. God 
wants us to ask great things of 
him. Pray, O God, give me Thy 
Holy Spirit. Give me Thy Holy 
Spirit.” 

Moody was a man on fire for 
God. He used the talent that God 
vave him. The methods that D. 
L. Moody used were successful 
because of Moody’s consecration, 
because of His heart that was 
broken for souls, because he was 
filed with the Holy Spirit. Of 
course, he had _ organizational 
methods that were successful, but 
they were successful because of 
the ‘consecration, the broken heart, 
and the Spirit-filled life. 

As to the organizational meth- 
ods that were successful in 
Moody’s day, one of 'the most suc- 
cessful he used in alld of his meet- 
ings was the prayer meetings that 
began about six months before the 
revival started. He sent people in- 
to the town who organized prayer 
meetings six months before the 
revival started. Pre-revival ser- 
vices were held in the town where 
the Moody-Sankey meetings were 
going to be held. Outstanding 
preachers and gospel song writers 
and singers did much pre-revival 
work; Henry Drummond was often 
used at these meetings, as well as 
Major D. W. Whittle, Dr. George 
Pentecost, Philip Bliss, George 
Stebbins, James McGranahan. 

Moody had definite organization- 
al methods. Nothing was too small, 
nothing was considered unimpor- 
tant in winning souls. Every meth- 
od used must work toward the 
winning of souls and the bearing 
of fruit. 

Moody was very careful about 
the choosing of a place for the 
meeting. Men were sent all over 
the town to find the best place 
for the meeting. Then, when the 
centrally-located place was found, 
the prayer meetings and advertis- 
ing were begun. Nothing was hap- 
hazard; everything was planned, 
down to the smallest: detail. To 
show how small details were plan- 
ned they had _ different men 
stationed over the audience to keep 


the gas lights lighted in case they 
went out. They trained the ushers 


with a special man who was sent 
into the town to train them. Ex- 
periments were made on the pro- 
per height for the pulpit platform. 
In order for the huge audiences of 
thousands to hear, the platform 
was about eleven feet in height. 
Of course, they did not have public 
address systems back then, and 
they had to make the platiorm 
extra high so the voice would 
carry. 

Another organizational method 
used was “admission tickets.” They 
did not charge admission, but they 
gave out little tickets advertising 
the” meeting. Delegations and 
special nights were revival fea- 
tures. 

Moody was always interested in 
the congregation’s comfort. Dur- 
ing the song service he would 
rise and say, “Will the ushers 
please open the windows, Fresh air 
is important.” Like a general di- 
recting a battle, Moody led in his 
great revivals. 

Moody conducted several differ- 
ent types of revivals. His early rée 
vivals were single church cam- 
paigns. In later years he conducted 
single campaigns and great city- 
wide interdenominational revivals, 
too. He stayed about seven weeks 
in Baltimore alone, holding meet- 
ings in single churches. Then, 
there were the large campaigns 
like the Philadelphia, Buffalo, New 
York and Chicago revivals. 

Moody preached in jails, in 
Universities, in Y. M. C. A.’s, and 
in the Christian Commission 
camps, He conducted services here 
at Camp Douglas in Chicago and 
had many, many men saved in 
the Union Army. 

Usually the revival services were 
about an hour and a half or two 
hours in length. The length of 
his revivals were from one week 
to several months. A _ city-wide 
campaign would go as long as two 
or three months in length. It is 
amazing, for. people get tired today 
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after a few nights of revival, but 
back then, they went as long as 
three and four months to revival 
services 

Moody preached in all the major 
American cities of his day. A 
quick review of his American cam- 
paigns gives one an idea of his 
wide ministry. In 1876, he had 
great revivals in Brooklyn, Phil- 
adelphia, and New York City. In 
Philadelphia the committee rented 
the freight depot, with Mr. John 
Wanamaker directing the organi- 
zation work. On the opening night, 
with rain pouring. down, they had 
nine thousand people in the great 
barn-like structure, the freight 
depot. From Philadelphia he went 
to New York where they had a 
total attendance of a million and 
one-half people. There were three 
thousand. professions of faith in 
New York. From there he went to 
Augusta, Georgia; then to Chicago. 
From the great Chicago revival 
Moody went to Boston, Massaschu- 
setts, where A. J. Gordon really 
got on fire for the Lord and went 
back to start a visitation from 
Heaven in his cold, aristocratic, 
formal church. (Almost the same 
thing happened to F. B. Meyer of 
York, England, after the Moody 
revival there.) In the next five 
years, A. J. Gordon had five hund- 
red professions of faith for the 
Lord in his church. God then call- 
ed A. J. Gordon out into full-time 
evangelistic work, with blessed 
results everywhere. 

After closing. at Boston, Moody 
started his St. Louls campaign. 
It seems that St. Louis has always 
been a hard town for revivals. 
Moody did not have the response 
in St. Louis as he had in other 
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towns. (Even Billy Sunday had 
the same experience in St. Louis!) 
But in St. Louis, under D. L. 
Moody’s preaching, C. I. Scofield 
got on fire for the Lord, got a 
new vision, and God began to use 
him greatly. 

From 1877 to 1878, Moody went 
to the smaller towns. He was at 
the height of his ministry with 
large cities requesting him; yet 
when he was much in demand with 
the great churches and with the 
great cities, Moody chose to go 
into the smaller town. 

Invitations were coming in from 
all over the country and from 
Europe. The calls from England 
were insistent; so in 1881 he be- 
gan his second series of English 
campaigns, lasting until 1884. 

Mr. Moody returned to America 
in 1885 to begin a great Southern 
tour, with revivals all over the 
southern part of the United States 
including New Orleans, Houston, 
and Richmond. 

In 1893, Moody held the great 
World’s Fair campaign here in 
Chicago. From 1893 until his death 
the years were spent in working 
with his schools and in revivals, 
preaching in such cities as. Birm- 
Washington, Toronto, 
Scranton, Cincinnati, Winnipeg, 
Denver, Pittsburg, Tucson and 
Montreal. 

Besides his revivals and schools, 
Moody in 1898 became head of the 
Y. M. C. A. subcommittee on 
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evangelism for the Spanish- 
American War. 

I have a quotation from Moody 
that shows in this late hour of 
his life how he stood on the mat- 
ter of souls. He was not interested 
so much in the office he was go- 
ing to hold with the Y. M. C. A., 
and he told them right at the 
beginning, “My job will be, if I 
take it, evangelism and not pro- 
viding writing paper for the boys!” 
Less than two years before his 
death his message was the same; 
‘My job will be evangelism if I 
take this Y. M. C. A. post and 
not providing writing paper for 
the boys.’ 

Moody’s campaigns and methods 
in England were the same he used 
in the United States. From 1873 
to 1875 Moody preached in York, 
Sunderland, New Castle, Edin- 
burgh and then on to Glasgow 
Where they had three thousand 
professions of faith. 

Moody toured Scotland; Perth, 
Aberdeen, Tain and Huntley where 
he preached to fifteen thousand 
people in the open air. Then, the 
great evangelist went to Belfast, 
Ireland. It was at this town that 
Mr. Moody.remarked, “I preached 
to six acres of Irishmen all at one 
time.” He went over to Dublin, 
Ireland. The Catholic priests at- 
tended in a body at Dublin. One 
of the men was quoted by the 
newspapers as saying, “Sure and 
if it is a little longer that they 
are staying, St. Patrick will be 
supplanted by a Yankee ”’ 

From Ireland the party returned 
to England. Great revivals were 
held in Birmingham, Manchester 
and Liverpool. The first tempo- 
rary revival tabernacle ever built 
was built in Liverpool during the 
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Moody-Sankey meetings in this 
great city of Liverpool, they built 
a tabernacle that seated eleven 
thousand people. 

Following the Liverpool meet- 
ings they came to London, Eng- 
land. The amazing revival that 
took place in London astounded 
me whenlI began to study the 
statistics of it. They had four 
revival centers because the city 
was so large. They would conduct 
a revival in one area for several 
weeks and then go to another 
section, then to another, then to 
The statistics of the 


people attended the London re- 


-| vivals. Moody perhaps held the 


best revival of his long ministry 
in London. The revival methods 
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that Mr. Moody used got results. 


As I think I have told you 
friends, we have during the 
summer about thirty Bob Jones 
University banquets. The alum- 
ni, the former students, stu- 
dents now enrolled, prospective 
students, and their friends from 
different sections get together 
at a banquet and have fellow- 
ship and testify to what the 
school has meant to them and 
tell about the lessons they 
learned when in the institution. 
Recently, we had a banquet in 
Chicago, and what a wonderful 
time We had! There were about 
one hundred young people pres- 
ent. There was one group of 
about twelve of our students 
who finished here last year who 
are making their plans to leave 
in just a very little while as 
missionaries in Japan, These 
young people gave such won- 
derful. testimonies, and their 
faces were just beaming as 
they told about what Bob Jones 
University has meant to them 
and their plans to give the Gos- 
pel to the people in Japan. One 
young fellow said he had a 
letter from one of our Bob 
Jones University graduates in 
Japan who has led over five 
thousand people to the Lord 
Jesus Christ in recent months. 
We have not officially checked 
this, but I have heard about 
the wonderful work this young 
man is doing. 

We like to pass on to you 
Christian friends information 
about what God is doing 
through Bob Jones University. 
It is, however, so hard for you 
to really know unless you 
could be on the inside and see 
the letters that come in and 
hear the wonderful testimonies 
and sense the presence of the 
Holy Spirit, even in the admin- 
istrative details here at the 
school. God is so good to us. 
He is good to give us under- 
standing Christian friends. 
Sometimes we get a little de- 
pressed because of the false 
reports that are sometimes put 
out, even by some of our funda- 
mental brethren. I suppose, 
having preached as long as I 
have, I ought to be a little 
more patient. Sam Jones, a 
great outstanding Southern 
evangelist and preacher, used 
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Dr. Bob Jones Says: 


of grace to say Amen when a 
fellow comes along and does 
something that you are trying 
to do and cannot do.” The un- 
paralleled growth of Bob Jones 
Univensity and the marvelous 
blessing of God upon it, strange 
to say, seems to have stirred 
up in the hearts of some people 
that ought to be praying for us 
and working with us a spirit 
of jealousy. It is too bad. When 
we get a little discouraged, we 
just think about our Lord and 
His goodness ‘and think about 
you friends who’ pray for us 
and who have helped us fi- 
nancially, and then we cannot 
be depressed by unkind and un- 
christian criticisms -that are 
sometimes made by some peo- 
ple that should be friendly and 
brotherly. 

Here at Bob Jones Universi- 
ty, we love all of God’s people. 
In our hearts We are friendly 
toward all evangelical Chris- 
tidn schools. We do not let. stu- 
dents remain in this institution 
who have a destructive critical 
attitude toward evangelical 
Christian leaders and evangeli- 
eal ‘Christian colleges. ‘Bob 
Jones University is one place 
that is free from the bitter cri- 
ticism that goes on in so many 
other religious groups, even in 
some fundamental groups. We 
want you Christian friends to 
keep praying for us. We prom- 
ise you that We are going to be 
faithful to the trust committed 
to us. We want all of God’s 
people to pray for us and help 
us raise this Student Loan En- 
dowment Fund, which we are 
sincerely trying to raise for 
the glory of God. We thank all 
of you who have helped us in 
the past and who are going to 
do more in the future, and we 
thank you who have not yet 
helped us but we know you 
will.

Methods 
Now, what were some of the 
preaching methods of D. L. Moo- 
dy? We have had just a general 
glimpse of the great revivals all 
over the United States and in 
England. What were some of the 
preaching methods that he used? 

Early in his ministry, Moody 
became known for Bible talks or 
Bible readings, about a _ Bible 
theme or character, (The Moody 
Colportage Library contains the 
books that comprise the Bible 
characters that Moody preached 
about when he was beginning his 
early revival work.) 

Moody’s preaching was not al- 
ways from a pulpit but included 
personal work and visitation, He 
was active in Y.M.C.A, and S. S. 
work. | 

Moody’s ‘style of preaching was 
natural and conversational. Peo- 
ple often remarked that it seemed 
as if he were carrying on a con- 
versation with them individually. 
Moody would often call out a per- 
son’s name in a service and direct 
his message for a while to him. 
How the great evangelist could 
preach to so many people without 
a public address system has al- 
ways amazed me, even though 
they had a sounding board above 
the speaker to carry the voice out 
over the audience from the high 
eleven-foot platform. 

Moody’s voice was unusually 
strong, and he preached twice 
as fast as most speakers preach. 
The average preacher preaches 
about 175 words a minute, but 
D. L. Moody, by actual count, 
preached 230 words a minute. It 
took four reporters-of the New 
York Sun to take down a sermon, 
and sometimes they did not get 
all of his sermon. Beginning from 
the very first of his message he 
preached with machine-gun rapidi- 
ty. 
He had a good sense of humor, 
but never joked or jested in the 
pulpit. He usually preached on 
subjects rather than on texts, and 
the power of his pathos was in- 
describable. He did not play upon 
people’s emotions jifst to play up- 
on their emotions, but his pathos 
and his passion for souls appealed 
to people. He aimed at the hearts 
of people as well as at their heads. 
The power of God was upon him. 
He preached -with tears; he 
preached with a broken heart. 
Every service was concluded with 
an invitation. 

We are now in a day when some 
people do not believe in invita- 
tions, but D. L. Moody did and 
closed every service with an invi- 
tation to accept Jesus Christ as 
personal Saviour. 

Moody also laid great empha- 
sis on music in his revivals. Moody 
himself could not sing a note; 
he was a monotone. He made the 
statement one time, “I can’t tell 
the difference between “Yankee 
Doodle” and “The Lily of the 
Valley.” Although he could not 
carry a tune at all, he could un- 
derstand when people were en- 
joying it. He always announced 
the song numbers in his revivals, 
while Sankey played a little organ 
placed on the platform near the 
pulpit. Whether they had a $50,- 
000 pipe organ or not, Mr. Sankey 
played the “kist-o-whistles” as the 
Scotch called his organ. 


During the period of the great 
revivals God raised up gospel 
hymn writers. Such hymn writers 
as Sankey, P. P. Bliss, Major 
Whittle, James McGranaham and 
George Stebbins were contempor- 
aries of Dwight L. Moody. 


Moody and Sankey teamed up 
together in 1870, after meeting 
each other in a Y.M.C.A. meeting 
in Indianapolis, Indiana. When 
D. L. heard Sankey sing, he walk- 
ed up to him and said, “Sir, Ihave 
been looking for you for seven 
years. You’re going with me in 
revival work. Can you sell your 
furniture and house and come 
with me?” Moody had prayed and 
felt that God was leading Sankey 
to team up with him. A short 
time after this conversation they 
did form the famous Moody-San- 
key team. Sankey went with 
Moody the majority of his minis- 
try, except in the last few years. 
God blessed them together with 
their message in sermon and song. 


Religious Education Methods 
Of | 
Now, I would like to consider 
just briefly the religious educa- 
tion methods of D. L. Moody, . 
The first school that he estab- 


lished was the Northfield Semi- 


nary for Girls in 1879. It started 
out with twenty-five girls; now 
it has an attendance of over five 
hundred. During these years— 
from 1879 until now—over twelve 
thousand girls have gone through 
the school. Moody’s idea was to 
train these girls to go back and 
establish Christian homes and to 
be soul winners. 

The next school that he estab- 
lished was the Mt. Hermon school, 
in May, 1885. Hiram Camp, a clock 
manufacturer of New Haven, Con- 
necticut, gave $25,000 to establish 
the Mt. Hermon school, and the 
school opened with one boy. Now 
the school has an enrollment of 
several hundred. Sad to say, neith- 
er Northfield or Mt. Hermon re- 
mained true to the pattern of the 
founder. Today they are liberal! 


Moody also established Bible 
conferences where people were 
sent forth filled with the Spirit to 
be soul winners. In reading the 
programs of the Bible confer- 
ences one notices that the confer- 
ences were devoted to lessons in 
soul winning, how to hold re- 
vivals, prayer, Bible study, and 
the power of the Holy Spirit for 
soul winning. Mr. Moody preached 
in practically every conference 
on, “The Holy Spirit for Souls 
and The Baptism of the Holy 
Spirit.” Moody emphasized the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit in his 
preaching, and this was the em- 
phasis in his revival conferences. 
The “Sword of the Lord Confer- 
ences” are more like the confer- 
ences put on by D. L. Moody than 
any other conference in America. 
The “Sword of The Lord” and Dr. 
John R. Rice are for the “Moody 
type” of revivals and evangelism. 
These conferences are helping, 
along with the “Sword of the 
Lord,” to bring back old-time 
revival fires. Every Conference 
program put on by Moody had 
this emphasis for the entire pro- 
gram. Every conference put on 
by “The Sword of the Lord Foun- 
dation” has the evangelism em- 
phasis, too. 

Mr. Moody established in 1886 


ally it was begun in 1882 by Miss 
Emaline Dryer who began teach- 
ing young women how to do 
personal work, Later on, the name 
was changed to the “Chicago 
Evangelization Society.” Still later 
the name was changed to the 
‘Bible Work Institute.” 

On January 1, 1886, Mr. Moody 
preached a sermon in the Chicago 
Avenue Church and gave his fa- 
mous address on “City Evangel- 
ization.” In his address he said, 
“I believe that we have got to 
have ‘gap’ men, men who are 
trained to fill the gap between the 
common people and the ministers. 
That’s the need of the hour— 
every child of God becoming a 
soul winner.” We still have the 
same need now, every believer 
being filled with the Holy Spirit, 
witnessing and bearing fruit for 
God’s glory. 

Moody Bible Institute has grown 
through the years. It now has 
thirty-eight buildings, six of these 
being the original buildings, Up 
to 1936, over 19,000 day students, 
17,000 or more evening students, 
83,000 correspondent students, and 
over 9,000 radio students had gone 
through M.B.I, All through the 
years, Moody Institute has stood 
for the old-time faith “once and 
for all delivered to the saints.” 

The Colportage books are an- 
other means of Christian educa- 
tion, They are reasonably-priced 
Christian books, comprising 177 
different titles, in six languages. 
Moody Press has also sold over a 
million hymn books in this Chris- 
tian education program. Moody 
was interested in Christian edu- 
cation if it was “soul winning” 
Christian education, if it was back- 
ed by the power of the Holy 
Spirit... 

Now, have these things remain- 
ed? Are the methods of D. L. 
Moody good for today like they 
were in his time? I believe with 
all my heart that they are! We 
do not realize that many of the 
revival methods that we use to- 
day are D. L. Moody’s methods 
and methods that were proven 
successful then. Evangelistic re- 
sults DO last, contrary to what 
some say. The remaining evi- 
dences of Moody’s revivals prove 
that revival results last and abide. 

Many of the methods used now 
in single church revivals are 
methods begun by D. L. Moody. 
The use of the Sunday School in

“But we cannot afford it. You must think money grows 
on trees!” Mr. Isaac Barnswallow was speaking. 


“But we must keep up with the 
other Barnswallows,” answered 
Rebekah; Mrs. Isaac Barnswallow, 
that is. 

“All of the other Barnswallows 
are lining their nests with down,” 
and with that she pulled her hand- 
kerchief out from under her wing 
and started to cry. 

“All. right, all right,” said her 
husband, “I will see what I can 
do, but. feathers are very expen- 
sive this year.” 

Mr. Isaac Barnswallow was no 
bird’s fool when it came to busi- 
ness matters. Also, he was very 
very industrious. “The early bird 
catches the worm” was his motto. 
So the next morning by the time 
the other birds came to the barn- 
yard to dig for breakfast worms, 
he had already collected a supply 
and had opened a little restaurant 
under an oak tree in the corner 
of the barnyard. 

On the outside was an attrac- 
tive sign, “Swallow at Barnswal- 
lows.” Mr. Barnswallow stood in 
the door and called to passing 
birds, “Worms for feathers. Get 


. your breakfast here. Why waste 


your time and soil your fingers 
digging? Barnswallow’s worms are 
guaranteed to be slick and bone- 
less.” 

“How much are your worms?” 
asked Speedy Skylark as he paus- 
ed in front of the door. Speedy’s 
real name was Joseph, but since 
he was so fast and quick on the 
wing, his schoolmates called him 
“Speedy.” However, Speedy was 
anything but quick and fast a- 
round his home; in fact he was 
lazy. So lazy that he just hated 
to dig his own worms for break- 
fast. 

“Two for a feather,” answered 
Mr. Barnswallow, “how many will 
you have?” 

“T’ll take four, please,” answered 
Speedy. Turning he plucked two 
feathers, one from each wing, and 
handed them to Mr. Barnswallow. 
He gobbled down his four worms 
and hurried away to school. 

“Two feathers don’t matter,” he 


said to himself. “It is so much 


easier to trade feathers for worms 
than to dig for them. I’m so glad 
Mr. Barnswallow has opened a 
restaurant.” 

Of course Speedy did not eat 
there every morning. Sometimes 
he dug his own breakfast. But 
there were quite a few mornings 
when he roosted late or felt lazy. 
At such times he would rush over 
to Mr. Barnswallow’s and ex- 
change two or three more feathers 
for worms—until after a month 
or so he did not have so very 
many feathers left.

evangelism was begun by D, L. 
Moody. The great city-wide mass 
meetings that are coming back— 
praise God for them—are the re- 
sult of the pattern set by Dwight 
L. Moody. The big interdenomina- 
tional meetings were instituted 
by D, L. Moody. Personal work 
by laymen is another remaining 
evidence. These familiar methods 
we take for granted now, were 
begun or strengthened by the 
great preacher. 

Moody’s preaching ‘against sin 
was one of the revival patterns 
that we need to imitate today. He 
preached against sin; he called for 
Christians to come out and put 
away sin and come out from the 
world. He believed revival began 
with God’s people. He called for 
an open consecration and rededi- 
cation. He originated the prayer 
room where those who came for- 
ward were instructed. 

The pattern for revival preach- 
ing today was set by Mr. Moody. 
He preached on the atonement, 
on the resurrection, on the virgin 
birth, on the new birth, on original 
sin, justification by faith and the 
second coming. He _ preached 
against the theatre, lodges, drink- 
ing and adultery. And down 
through the years, these themes, 
these methods, have proven suc- 


cessful, and souls have been saved 
wherever these things have been 
emphasized. 

Finally, one of the great endur- 
ing monuments today of the suc- 
cess of D. L, Moody is the men 
whose lives were touched, J. Wil- 
bur Chapman was one of the 
men who was influenced by D. L. 
Moody. He got on fire for the Lord 
and won hundreds of souls to the 
Lord, R. A. Torrey, also a con- 
temporary of Moody, was influ- 
enced greatly in evangelism and 
educational work, The 150 Bible 
Institutes in America ‘can be said 
to be related to D. L. Moody. 
Moody, under God, set the pattern. 
Gypsy Smith, also, was a product 
indirectly of D. L. Moody’s re- 
vivals. His blessed ministry having 
been felt around the world. 

We could name many others; 
among them were, Dr, Grenfeld 
of Labrador, George Stebbins, A. 
J. Gordon, F. B. Meyer, C. I. 
Scofield and J. V. Farwell. 

The pattern of gospel song 
leaders and gospel music was set 
by the great evangelist. I have a 
song book in my collection com- 
piled by Ira D, Sankey with 888 
hymns and solos of which eighty 
per cent were written by con- 
temporaries of Moody and Sankey. 
Fully sixty per cent of the hymns 


can be found in the hymnals of 
the major denominations even to- 
day. The songs are still popular 
and are still sung. The great re- 
vivals caused gospel songs to be 
written that the churches still 


sing, and caused gospel song lead- 


ers to go forth singing God’s 
praises. In all great awakenings 
great gospel songs are born, It 
was true during the Wesley re- 
vivals.

Preachers, missionaries and lay 
workers for years blessed the 
churches as they came from the 
great Moody revivals. 

In 1899, on his last evangelistic 
tour, D. L. Moody went to Phoe- 
nix, Tuscon, San Diego, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, ‘and final- 
ly back to Kansas City, Missouri. 
There he was stricken during a 
meeting and had to call for Mr. 
Torrey to come and take over the 
meeting. He went home to North- 
field, Massachusetts, and on De- 
cember 2, 1899, went to be with 
the Lord. ' 

Yes, friends, today we need to 
go back to the old-time preach- 
ing against sin, to the old-time be- 
lief that people need to be filled 
with the Holy Spirit. We need to 
go back to the belief that people 
are lost and dying in sin and that 
Jesus is the only One who can 
save them. These were the meth- 
ods of D. L. Moody.
